Developing White Mud Creek 


Proposal of the parks department to 
develop White Mud Creek a8 a year-round 
playground merits the support of all Ed- 
monton people. 

The resort, which is to be taken over 
from the present concessionaire by the 
department at the end of August, would 
be provided, under the projected plan, 
with ski and toboggan runs serviced by 
electric hoists. 

The entire creek area would be 
cleared. And it is suggested that a dam 
should be erected to provide facilities for 
canoeing and swimming, 

The plan is highly commendable, not 
only because it would afford a useful 
summer and winter resort completely 
within the city limits, but because it 
would be the first unit of a more exten- 
sive development of the whole river 
area, 


That is to say, the development of 
White Mud Creek would point the way 
towards and show the desirability of a 
larger civic plan to make the entire river 
banks for the full extent of the city a 
place of beauty and usefulness and attrac- 
tion.

Traffic Law Enforcement ! 


The long week-end traffic toll 
throughout Alberta which included three 
deaths and 24 chn only be as- 
cribed to an ‘epidemic of careless driving 
on the highways. 

And the only cure for careless driving 
is an increasingly rigid enforcement of 
the traffic laws. 

Within the past three months the 
RCMP have given warnings on two occa- 
sions that they proposed to tighten up 
the enforcement of certain driving regu- 
lations, notably with regard to glaring 
headlights.

F ROM TODAY’S NEWS 


By Dewitt Mackenzie 


For close to 150 years idealistic 
statesmen have dreamed of and 
labored for a United States of 
Europe, but lronically enough it 
has taken the frightful menace of 
Communism to start this vision 
on its way to partial materializa- 
tion, 

Western Europe has started a 
swing towards a confederation of 
democracies which are making 
concessions in sovereignty for the 
common welfare, 

We were given two further not- 
able indications of this trend yes- 
terday. Italy's outspoken Foreign 
Minister, Count Carlo Sforza, 
stated that in order to effect a 
European union his country is 
ready to take the lead in accept- 
ing “curtailment of its political 
sovereignty, even in the most 
unexpected aspects.” About the 
same time Foreign Minister Paul 
Reynaud of France said he hoped 
Britain would come out in full 
support of a United States of 
Europe next autuma, after the 
Dominions conference in “ondon, 

Of course these pronounce- 
ments aren't the first positive de- 
velopments along this line. There 
was the sensational formation of 
the five-power Western European 
Union some five months ago, 


whea Britain, France, Belgium, 


Holland and Luxembourg formed 
an alliance which was hailed by 
Many observers as giving a de- 
cided fillip to the idea of a union 
for the whole of Western Europe. 
It received the blessings of the 
United States, 


This western European combine 
neatly complemented the union of 
16 European countries which had 
banded together in support of 
the Marshal] Plan. Indeed, time 
may demonstrate that the Ameri- 
can European project provided 
the nucleus for a United States 
of Western Europe—and perhaps 
finally of all Europe in the happy 
days when Communism has had 
its run and the continent has re- 
turned to freedom, 

Reynaud has some encourage- 
ment in expressing hope that 
Britain will give full support to 
a United States of Europe. While 
the Britlkh government has been 
cautious about committing itself 
in this matter, Prime Minister At- 
tlee has said that he personally 
favors a federat@d Europe. 

And one cannot stop without 
recalling that Winston Oburchill

We see by so dependable an 
authority as the Wall Street Jour- 
nal that the University of New 
Hampshire, which could have 
been making better use of its 
time, has developed a miniature 
watermelon, This melon when 
ripe is seven inches long and six 
inches in diameter, and the ex- 
cuse is offered that the majestic 
melon of tradition just doesn't 
accommodate itself to the mod 
ern refrigerator, 

rhis summer watermelons are 
banned from Canada, in our “aus- 
terity” measures, but no doubt 
some day they will return and, let 
us hope, not in the form of this 
pocket-edition from New Hamp- 
shire, Improvement upon Nature 
can go too far, If now a water. 
melon the size of a canteloupe 
what is to prevent those New 
Hampshire chaps from reducing 
it to the dimensions of a walnut 
or a cherry—and perhaps reduc- 
ing it right out of this world, 
That's a danger to be faced, 

The dictionary defines a water- 
Salon, without much imagination, 


as “a kind of gourd eaten as 
fruit.” One could say as much 
about spinach, that It is a kind of 
follage eaten as a vegetable. 
Actually the watermelon is one 
of the most luscious of foods, as 
an opened watermelon is a mas- 
terpiece of color in red, black, 
white and green, 

And as all its devotees know 
the way to enjoy watermelon is 
not at the dinner table, discreetly 
dismantling it with a fork, This 
gourd was intended ‘to be con- 
sumed in the open alr and in 
large slices, and the wholeheart- 
ed enjoyment of a small boy with 
watermelon in his ears and juice 
dripping from his chin is some- 
thing the new seven-by-six speci- 
mens will never know, 

Assuming its ripeness the best 
watermelon is the biggest water- 
melon, and no melon is too large 
if it can be carried by an able- 
bodied man, If it is too large for 
the refrigerator, even when halv- 
ed and quartered, the solution 
isn't to grow smaller melons but 
to get a bigger icebox, 


Supersonic Air Speed 
Progress Being Made 


Victory in the race towards 
supersonic air speed may in the 
end have as decisive a meaning 
as possession of the atomic bomb, 
Canada, it is good to know, Is 
not lagging behind. 

Canada’s policy in the effort 
to pierce the barrier of faster- 
than-sound fiight has been one 
imposed by availability of re- 
sources, both human and materi- 
al. It has thus been a character- 
istic mixture of dash and caution 
based onthe realistic principle 
of making the most of what is 
at hand. 

However, in the business of 
flight research, Canada has not 
been tied to the drawing boards 
of either Britain or the United 
States. In one respect at least— 
development of a special wing 
to test air currents at supersonic 
speeds—Canada is ahead of any 
other country in the Common- 
wealth. Actual flight tests in tpis 
field of experiment are being un- 
dertaken by the National Re- 
search Council's flight division 
at Arnprior, The wing, develop- 
ed by Canadian scientists, per- 
mits of local currents being forc- 
ed to speeds faster than sound, 
even though the aircraft is mov 
ing at below-sonie velocity. 

In flight testing, the Dominion 
is still in the sub-sonic stage, 
The Arnprior flight tests and two 
supersonic wind tunnels which 
the Research Council is pre- 
paring to build in the Montreal 
road laboratories—at a cost of 
an estimated half-million dollars 
—are evidence of the belief of 
Canadian scientists that there is 
still much to be done in the la- 
boratory. 


In one aspect ot high- tall 


night research, National Research 
Council scientists are blazing a 
relatively untrodden trail, taking 
the lead in the field of low tem- 
perat research, studying the 
effect Yon planes and men of 
extreme cold, Basic to the think- 
ing of scientific men jn this coun- 
try, the problem of cold has no- 
where else had such close atten- 
tion—except possibly in Russia. 

In flight experiments at Arn- 
prior and the wind-tunnel tests 
in the Montreal road laboratéries, 
Canadian scientists will be up 
against the problem of solving 
an equation of forces—with many 
of the necessary factors still un- 
known, 

Scientists explain that when an 
aircraft exceeds the speed of 
sound—between 700 and 800 miles 
an hour, depending on the height 
above sea level—the plane runs 
into a “shock wave.” An analogy 
is drawn with the advance wave 
that runs ahead of a boat in 
water, In air, the advance wave 
moves at the same speed as sound 
and when the aircraft exceeds 
that speed, it trips, as it were, 
over its own advance wave, More 
than that, the advance wave piles 
up, and the plane is finally push- 
ing against an almost solid mass 
of air, 

It is then that strange things 
happen: wings have been torn 
off, propellors shattered, instru- 
ments rendered useless, It is 
this mystery of what happens 
when a plane moves from the 
trans-sonic—from speeds below 
that of sound and Into the speed 
of sound—into the euper-sonic 
that Research Council scientists 
hope to solve in the wind-tunnel, 
Our world being what it ts, all of 
us, bewildered though we be, 
must wish them well,

Digging Seneca 
Still Pays Off 


ROCKY MOUNTAIN HOUSE, Aug. 5.—Treaty and 
non-treaty Indians around Rocky Mountain House are al- 
most through digging Seneca root for this year and are off 
visiting around the province on the proc 


ciothes and colored beads. 

This year they got 45¢ a pound 
for wet seneca, Which means al- 
most a dollar and half dry, per 
pound, for seneca shrinks two- 
thirds ag it dries, 

Indians here have been working 
each summer at the trade their 
ancestors knew about hundreds of 
years ago, but the modern Indian 
s@lis the root to buyers in town, 
their ancestors brewed {i them- 
selves, A few still make medicine, 
but the young Indians will not 
take it, saying they prefer “store” 
medicine, that is not so bitter, 
ALL INDIANS DIG 

Almost every Indian around here 
digs some each summer, depending 
on how hard up he is. The majority 
Wig enough for suplies and a few 
clothes, cowboy hats, bright shirts 
and scarves, and off they jaunt on 
visits while the funds last, 

A very few thrifty ones dig as 
long as there ig anything to dig, 
for they make good money, yet 
few of the white people even sus- 
pect that seneca root is being har- 
vested around the country, 

The plant is small, with a Uny 
blue flower and a root covered 
with ash colored bark, Old legends 
Say that the root was good for 
snake bites but it is now used al- 
most exclusively for cough medi- 
cine, Most of the output goes to 
China and Europe, but the market 
is not as ‘good as it was, since 
these countries are too poor to 
buy as much as they would like, 

Chemists who use the root, say 
it is the base for nearly every 
cough medicine, Before the war, 
drug companies in Germany 
bought much of the Canadian 
crop, and a few manufacturers es- 
caped to New York and started up| 
in business there, | 


PREFER DRY ROOT 
There are several buyers in 
town, who buy it green and dry 


it, They would much prefer to buy 
the dry root, but the Indians move | 
around too much to stay in one 
place and dry It, and besides, they | 
are always anxious for the money, | 
and as soon as they dig a few 
pounds, they rush to town to 
sell it 

To dry, the roots must be spread 
out and turned every day or two 
for about a month, Unless it is 
dried, until the roots 
it will spoil 

The Indian husband may be 
master in his tent, but his squaw 
brings in her own seneca root to 
sell, as do all the diggers, Little 
papoosés come in with small bags, 
40 or 50 cents worth, take their 
money and hurry to buy candy, ice 
cream or bananas, One very fat 
squaw came in with a sackful, sold 
it and hurried out for a perma- 
nent wave 

Young squaws dig enough to buy 
silk stockings and high heeled 
pumps, saying they are sick of 
mocasslns. ‘Many a pound is sold

In depression years, some white 
people wernt digging and the 
money kept them going till times 
improved, but it is not white man’s 
work, In those days, seneca was 
worth 10 cents a pound, 

A hard working Indian or his 
squaw can dig 100 pounds a week 
in a good spot, which means an 
income of $40 to $50 a week these 
days, | 

If they live far enough out, they 
will dig all week, till Saturday, 
then come in to sell it, They in- 
sist On cold cash, no cheques for 
them and no Indian here has ever 
been known {o go inside a bank, 

The root seems to only grow in 
bush land that is not too dry, No 
one ever hears of its growing on 
the prairie, One field near Rocky 
is supposed to be one of the best 
in the west and thousands of 
pounds are dug there every sum- 
mer,

One difference between an ex 
pert and an average bridge player 
is that the expert does not take 
anything for granted. The average 
player has been taught that when 
he and the dummy hold eight 
trumps, the opponents’ trumps nor- 
mally are divided 3-2. But the ex 
pert asks himself if he can make 
the hand If the adverse trumps are 
divided 4-1 or 5-0.
